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FEBRUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.88 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.88  for  February  1958  deliveries 
of  Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte,  Indiana,  milk  order. 
The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent  and  will  be 
adjusted  by  a  differential  of  7.1  cents  for  each  one-tenth  percent  that  tests 
vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to 
a  three  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the 
standard  hauling  charge  and  the  three  percent  transportation  tax  on  hauling. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


The  average  daily  production  increased  2  percent  over  January  1958?  hut  is  only 
about  one  half  percent  more  than  in  February  1957.  This  daily  production  for 
February  1958  has  been  made  with  33  fewer  producers  than  a  year  ago,  which 
accounts  for  the  difference  of  20  pounds  per  producer  in  the  daily  average  herd 
production.  The  increase  in  bulk  tank  shippers  has  a  tendency  for  larger  pro¬ 
ducers  and  less  total  producers  on  the  market,  as  is  noted  by  the  increase  in 
daily  herd  production  each  year. 

CLASS  I  SALES 


Class  I  sales  declined  2.13%  from  January  1958,  but  are  7.61%  higher  than  a  year 
ago  when  computed  on  a  daily  basis.  Class  I  utilization  of  producer  receipts 
was  7U.7%,  while  a  year  ago,  it  was  only  69.6%.  Class  I  sales  seem  to  be  holding 
up  remarkably  well  considering  the  general  decline  in  business  in  this  area  and 
the  increase  in  unemployment. 

BULK  TANK  STATISTICS 


Statistics  show  that  there  were  532  bulk  tank  shippers  in  February,  compared  to 
U60  can  shippers.  This  is  53.6  percent  by  number  of  producers,  but  they  are  pro¬ 
ducing  66.3  percent  of  the  total  producer  receipts.  A  comparison  of  bulk  tank 
shippers  with  can  shippers  since  the  inception  of  bulk  tanks  on  this  market  is 
as  follows:
